Wasurxoros, February 13.—Dr. Orr made 
an impressive address before the educational 
convention. He urged the importance of 
unity in all efforts to secure national aid to 
education. He moved the appointment ofa 
committee of eleven to present the views of 
‘he convention to the [committees on educa- 
tion in both houses of congress. The motion 
was agreed to, and Dr. Orr was made 
chairman of the committee, He and his asso- 
ciates will go _ before the congres- 
sional committees on Saturday. State and 
city superintendents are in attendance on the 
convention from all parts of the country. 
They represent both political parties, but are 
npapimous in favor of a liberal national aid 
to be applied under state regulation. They 
fee] hopeful of the passage of a bill this ses- 
sion giving such aid. 

Mr. Turner, of Georgia, made a fine argu- 
ment in reporting the reports of the election 
committee in the Chal mers-Manning 
case to-day. He gave a lucid exposition 
ot the law in the case and reasons actuating 
the majority of the committee report that 
neither Chalmers nor Manning are entitled 
to the seat. Mr. Turner was ably seconded by 
Mr. Crisp, who made his first Speech in the 
house. His remarkable composure and grace- 
ful bearing won general praise. He was fre- 
quently interrupted, and held his ground 
like a veteran. 3

The national convention was desired by 
several of the leading cifies of the country. 
New York, Saratoga, Philadelphia, Baltimore, 
(oieago. Cincinnati, Boston, St. Louis and 
Louisville were all discussed as fit places. It 
may be however, that the choice 
has now nairowed down to 8&5. Louis, 
Cincinnati and Chicago. Of these cities 
St. Louis bas decidedly the best chance. Her 
peopie nave made a must systematic and en- 
ergetic eilurt to getthe convention, S« Louis 
is said to be agreeable alike to the friends of 
eastern and western presidential candidates. 
Missouri has no candidate, and her metropolis 
may be considered neutral ground. Oa this 
line Colonel Prather, the member of the com- 
mittee for Mics yuri ,said tome .o day ;*Noman 
living can tell for whom Missouri’s vote will 
be cast in the convention. One ihing is cer- 
tain Tilden can get it if he wants it, but 
nobody knows whether be wants it but him- 
self, and he won't tell.’’ The ticket that won 
In 1876 was put out at St, Louis. I hear not 
afew men predict that the same ticket will 

be nominated at the same place just eight 
Years jater. Several changes wiil be 
Suggested in the composition of the commit- 
tee. There will be a strong movement in 
lavorof allowing the territories represenia- 
tion. They have iton the republican com- 
mittee and the democrats in nearly all the 
territories are petitioning for such recogni- 
tion. At present the chairman of the com- 
Mittee must come from the regular member- 
Ship of the committee. This matter has been

Mr, Turner Presents the Ohalmers-Manulxg Report 
a —& Discerdan: Nouse.

The house proceeded to the consideration 
of the Mississippi contested election case of 
Chalmers vs. Manning. Mr. Turner, of Geor- 
gia, chairman of the committee on elections, 
spoke in support of the majority report, 
which declares that on prima facie case 
neither contestant was entitled to the seat. 
Neither the majority nor minority report 
were signed, but Mr. Turner stated that ten 
of the members of the election committee 
were in favor of the former, while only five 
supported the latter. He went into an argu 
ment to show that under the resolution 
referring the decision of the prima 
facie case to the committee, the committee 
was not confined to an examination 
of the credentials presented by Mr. Manning, 
under which alone, Mr. Manning wes un- 
doubtedly entitled to the seat. It was its 
duty to inquire into the allegations made by 
Mr. Chalmers denying the Manning prima 
facie right. Mr. Elliott, of Pennsylvania, 
spoke in favor of the minority report, which 
declares Manning entitled to the seat on the 
prima facie right. In determining that 
right the committee on elections had 
not the power to go behind 
the governor's certificate. Tne governor 
of Mississippi, the only witness authorized to 
speak, bad spoken, and had said in due form 
that Manning had received a majority of the 
votes cast. ‘This case should be decided like 
other cases where it had always been held that 
no evidence could be introduced to impeach 
the certificate of a governor. Mr. Curtin, of 
Pennsylvania, offered a resolution re- 
committing to the committee on 
elections the question of the prima facie 
right to a seat with instructions to asce'tain 
and report whether the certificate of election 
was issued by the governor of Mississippi to 
any one, andif soto whom. He contended 
that the elections committee had mad a mis- 
take in going behind the returns of the gov- 
ernor and making an investigation of the 
facts, which tended to prove the tinal merits 
of the case. 

Mr.jOates, of Alabama, supported}Mr.Car- 
tin’s resolution,*asserting that the°committee 
on elections, in investigating the facis of the 
case and not confining its examina- 
tion to the credentials, had 
placed an erroneous censtruction 
on the action of the house. Mr. Cobb, of 
Indiana, spoke briefly in favor of the minor- 
ity report. Mr. Cox, of New York, said that 
Mr. Manning certainly thought there were 
some bad features in his certificate when he 
declined to present it. He was anxious that 
the house should assume the responsibility of 
accepting’ the certificate and seating him. 
The house refused to také the responsibility 
and referred the matter io the elections com- 
mittee. The committee in turn refused the 
responsibility and the question, like **Ban- 
quo’s ghost,’ again came back to the heuse. 
Mr VDavis, of Missouri, argued that neither 
Chalmers nor Manning was entitled prima 
facie, to a seat, and favored a speedy decision 
ofthe case upon its merits. After further 
discussion the matter went over until to-mor- 
row. Mr. Harmer, of Pennsy:vania, present- 
ed petitions in favor of pensioning the union 
soldiers who suffered in Andersonville, Sib 
ley, Belle isle, or other confederate prisons.

IN THE fENATE, 

In the senate the chair announced the af- 
fixing of his signature to the house joint reso- 
lution relating tothe Greely relief expedi- 
tion. Mr. Hale from the committee on 
naval affairs, reported unfavorably and 
moved the indefinite postponement of the 
joint resolution introduced by Mr. McPher-. 
son limiting the amount of money to be ex- 
pended by the president on the Greely relief 
expedition at $500,000, Indefinitely post- 
poned by a vote of 27 to 26 

Mr. Voorhees offered a resolution which 
was laid over until to morrow, directing the 
secretary of the interior to withhold for the 
present the approval of patents on certifi- 
cates for lands selected by the Northern Pa- 
cific railway in lieu of others said to have 
been lost to said company under the act of 
July, 1864. The preamble to the resolution 
sets forth that the rights of the settlers might 
be injuriously affected by such approval 
Aiter the consideration of some private bills, 
the senate, at two o’clock, laid aside the un- 
finished business of yesierday in order to take 
up the special order for the day, being Me 
Pherson’s bill, reported by Mr. Bayard from 
the committee on finance, to provide for the 
issue of circulating notes to the national 
banking associations. 

The bill provides that upon the deposit of 
any United States bouds bearfng interest in 
the manner required by law, and na'‘ional 
banking association making tie same shall be 
entitled to receive from the comptroller of 
the currency circulating notes of different 
denominations in blank registered and coun- 
tersigned, as provided by law, not exceeding 
in amount the par value of the bonds depos- 
ited, provided that at no time shall the total 
amouat of sucb notesissued to any such asso- 
ciation exceed the amountatsuch time ac- 
tually paid in of its capital stock. The bill 
repeals all laws and parts ,of laws inconsis- 
tent with its provisi »ns. 

Mr. Sherman offered an amendment provi- 
ding that if any of the bonds deposited should 
bear a rate of annual interest higher than 35 
per cent, additional circulation 0. notesshould 
we issued equal in amount to one half the in- 
terest accruing on suca bonds, before their 
maturity in excess of 3 per cent per annum, 
such amount to be ascertained and stated by 
the comptroller of the currency ou 
the ist day of July, of each year 
hereafter. Mr. Bayard spoke at some length 
in faver of the bill. He was followed by Mr.

THE MAD CURRENT. 


THE SWEEP OF THE WATERS 
DOWN THEOHIO VALLEY. 


Theusands of People Reduced to the Deepest Pov- 
erty—Efforts for their Rel ef—The Flood Still 
Risiag—A Track of Devastation—Down 

* the Mis.issippi Valley—Ete., Etc. 


Cincinnati, February 13.—At Gallipolis, 
Ohio, the water has fallen nine inches in 
twelve hours, and is still falling slowly. At 
Maysville, Ky., the river is rising a quarter 
ofaninch per hour. It rose tour and a half 
inches last night. At Louisville, Ky., 
1 a.m., the river continues to _ rise 
and, from indications from above, 
will continue rising until all previous records 
have been passed. The water rose all day 
yesterday at arate of one-half an incl an 
hour. Thecanal gauge now registers forty- 
two feet four inches. The Kentucky river is 
rising at Frankfort and above. The weather 
is wartia and there have been a number of 
showers, There is little suffering here, but 
considerable at Jeffersonville and New Al- 


bany. At Jeffersonville all the stores are 
closed and many persons are without provis- 
ions, having failed :o lay inasupply. SBusi- 
ness is entirely suspended. The Cincinnati 
Short line track through East Louisville is 
under water, and the trains only come as far 
as the eastern limits of the city. 
AN IN€H AN HOUBIN CINCINNATI, 

The river rose an inch between twelve and 
one o’clock this morning. At ninethis morn- 
ing the river now marks 69 feet seveu “and 
three-fourth inches and rising an inch per 
hour. Weather cloudy. Tuere is no wind 
this morning. A dispatch from Lawrence- 
burg says the wind last night was very de- 
structive. Many houses were upset and great 
damage done. fall reports gre not yet re- 
ceived. A special to the Times-Star from 
Aurora, Ind, says: Upto ten o’clock this 
morning no news had been received here 
from Lawrenceburg. Many houses were seen 
floating down the river this morning, and 
anxiety isgreat. The water here is now ris- 
ing an inch an hour, and more dwellings are 
toppling over. 

THIRTY THOUSAND DESTITUTE PEQPLE. 

It is estimated that 30,U00 persons along the 
river, Within a distance of twenty-five miles 
from Gallipolis, will have to be fed by charity 
for two weeks. At 1:50 p.m, the river marked 
69 feet 11 inches. ‘The rise varied during the 
forenoon from one-fourth to one-half an inch 
per hour. The weather is misty and 
the rain is falling with wind 
from the northwest. The signal service flag 
denoting the coming of cold weather, tloats 
to-day for the third time since the flood be- 
gan, Hitherto its presence was welcomed; 
now it brings the worst apprehensions. The 
cold weather now could have no substantial 
effect on the flood, that has about done its 
worst, but with cold weather the imprisoned 
people in all the towns and cities along the 
Obio would suffer terribly for lack of fael. 
Kew realize the difficulty of getting 
supplies delivered. There are no landings for 
steamers’ and ~* the damage dene 
to buildings by the waves caused by the pass- 
ing steamers has been so great as to cause the 
occupants of the flooded houses to fire on 
the steamers. To be of real service they will 
have to be equipped with life-saving crews 
aud boats. lit can readily be seen how slow 
would be the work of carrying any consid- 
erable quantity of fuel to such places as Law- 
renceburz,Ind., and New Richmond, O., that 
are entirely submerged and surrounded 
with water. Nothing was done on ’change 
except to receive subscriptions. To-day dis- 
patches were received annonncing contribu- 
tions from various sources, among them being 
an eppropriation of $500 from the town 
councu of Lebanon, Onio.;: $500 from a 
business firm in Chicago, apd similar sums 
from New York and Philadelphia firms, bav- 
ing representatives here, Jsarge subscrip- 
tions have also been. received from 
citizens, among them being one 
of $250 from R. R. Springer. A call has been 
issued by Major Lioyd, commander of the 
Grand Army of the Republic, for contribu- 
tions from various posts throughout the state. 

A heavy eurrent from Licking river this 
morning wasbed away twenty or more houses 
in Newport, Ky. ‘They were huddled to- 
gether and thrown into all sorts of shapes 
Three streets are completely blocked by 
houses which have been removed from their 
foundations. 

Cincinnati, February 13.—The News Jour- 
nal has received a special from Portsmouth, 
Ohio, dated yesterday, and forwarded from 
Scateville, the nearest telegraph station, say- 
ing that there is not anacre of dry ground in 
the city, and nota hundred houses that are 
not under water. In a fire on Sunday 
Spry’s block, Green’s feed store, and the Ar- 
cade were burned. One huudred sacks of 
mail maiter were also burned. The tele- 
phone exchange was destroyed. Many 
houses have floated off, and tne postoftice 
and banks are closed. The corn and hay 
crops in Sciote valiey are ruined. 

A TERRIBLE TALE OF SUFFERING. 

Boston, February 15 —Twue following dis- 
patch has been received at the office of the 
mayor: Portsm uth O, lebruary 13.—To the 
Mayor of Bcesion: Ourcity ot over 12,000 souls 
is entirely under water. Our people have 
been ferrying live stock to the hills for the 
past twenty hours. Over oue halfof our city 
will be washed away. ‘The water stands two 
and, in many houses, four feet deep on the 
second floors. Already over one hundred

The Khedive Deepiy A ffected— Notes by 
the Way—Foreign Facts, Ete.

Lonpon, February 13.—Lord Wolseley, ad- 
jutant general of the British army, tele- 
graphed last evening to Lieutenant-General 
Stephenson, commanding the forces in Egypt, 
to collect a.force for the relief of Tokar, if 
this is possible, and if not for the defense of 
the Red sea ports. General Graham is to 
take supreme command of this force, 
with Colonel Buller in command 
of the infantry, and Colonel Stewart, of the 
cavalry. There is to bea brigade of five solid 
battalions in line within a few days. If nec- 
essary the garrison at Alexandra can be 
brought to Cairo, the former city being left 
under the charge of the fleet.

Soudan massacres. In discussing the fall of 
Sinkat, the Times, ina leading article this 
morning, says: The first stroke of the whip 
has fallen, and all England tingles with the 
pain of the blow. If no change shall be an- 
nounced in the ministerial policy, the gath- 
ering dissatisfaction of the country will have 
a serious and perhaps decisive effect on the 
division in the house of commons upon Sir 
Stafford Northcott’s motion of censure. 

In the house of commons to-day, Mr. 
Gladstone sai‘ that dispatches had been re- 
ceived from General Gordon stating that the 
reported massacre of women and children 
was improbable. The efforts of the 
rebels were confined to inciting 
their neighbors to revolt In 
no instance had the rebels in one district in- 
vaded the soil of her neighbors. Events in 
the vicinity of Suakim had not endangered 
the safety of the garrisons at Khartoum and 
Berlin. 

Dispatches from Baker Pasha report that 
Suakim is quiet,and that there is no firing at 
the outposts. No news had been received 
from Tokar. Official letters bad been sent to 
Tokar, urging the garrison to hold out until 
the troeps arrived. Gordon, with several 
powerful chiefs, left Berber to-day for Khar- 
toum. He will proceed slowly, as he desires 
to see the people along the river. 

Colonel Burnaby has been appointed car- 
respondent of the Post in Soudan. Burnaby 
is the person who made the famous journey 
to Khivajy in 1875 He served as military 
correspondent of the Times with the army of 
Don Carlos in Spain. The khedive is said 
to be deeply affected by the massacre at 
Sinkat. :

‘The Baptist Centennial to be Celebrated in Wilkes 
County in Octeber~Hice-Pianting Negroce- 
Heavy Fruit Yield from a Liberty Coun- 
ty Tree—Traant Dowsias Husbands. 


In October, 1784, there assembled at Kiokee, in 
Columbia county, a small band of men, represent 
ing a little over four hundred followers, who or 
ganized what was known && the Georgia Baptist 
association. As the membership increased, other 
associations were formed, until at present there is 
a membership of 121,564 whites, and 179, 5% colored. 
These people are ministered toin 1,751 white and 
1,022 colored churches, by 730 white and 6890 co'ored 
preachers. Out of this original a-sociation grew the 
Baptist convention of Georgia, and for that matter 
{t might be claimed the southern Baptist conven- 
tion, since the great bulk of the territory, under its 
supervision, has been ministers d to by Baptist 
missionaries from Georgia. In 1825, and the 
years following, the necessity of a more educated 
ministry was agitated, culminating in the estab- 
lishment of Mercer institute at enfield in Greene 
county. The place was called Penfield in honor of 
the gentleman whore first donation of $2,500 made 
the project feasibie, andthe institute was named 
after Jesse Mercer, whose interest in itled him at 
different times to bestow upon ft $70,000. The echool 
was at first conducted on the manual labor prin- 
ciple, the studerits working a large farm as well as 
pursuing their studies. Among the names in the 
firat faculty was that of Professor I, O. McDaniel 
father of Governor McDaniel, who is still living, 
the goversor himself being an alumnus of the in- 

stitution. Years laterit developed into a univer- 

sity and was established in Macon,- where it is 

well housed. It is now proposed to give 

the centennial additional interest by tbe endow- 

ment of Mercer with one hundred thousa nd doliars 

from popular subsciiptions.

Ofscers Who Will Not EB. force It-The Carelessness 
of the People im Maintaining It~ How It Acted 
in Portiand- Effect of Prohibition Upon 
Business— Prohibition Points, Etc. 


In Bangor the majority are opposed to en- 
forcement, and consequently officers are 
elected who will not enforce. In other places 
where the traffic is winked at, and still has 
an existence, it is because of apathy in the 
matter, because no one makes it his business 
to enforce the law. The editor of the Phillips 
phonograph has the proper idea: 

Prohibition is a windmill. When the wiod 
plows, it works; and when itis caim, so is 
ibe windmill. When the mill is agoing, it 
pumps the well dry; and when it is still, the 
nole fillsup—and folks get drowned init, It 

. g good windmill, but an eternally moving 
waterwheel would be hetter. We prefer wa 
ter 10 wind. ; 

But where it is even partially enforced it 
hes accomplished good, The seal of con- 
ijerppation is set upon the infernal traffic. It 
‘+. declared by law to be acrimeto sell, and 
whoever drinks becomes a participant in the 
erime. It has educated the public mind 
against its sale and use, and so far its effect 
bas heen good everywhere. 

There are many jaws on the statute books 
that are dead letters. The Maine liquor law 
« dead in afew places because of the care- 
lessness of the people, but where the people 
hoose toepforce it itis aliving and vigor- 
cus reality. TLank heaven the careless places 
in Mainé may be counted upon our fingers, 

In Portland, where the law is enforced, 
the arrests for drunkenness and disorderly 
conduct has decreased a half, and it must be 
borne in mind that .Portland has to answer 
fer the viciousness Of a good part of the rest 
of the state. 

In Litehtield there were, before the enact- 
mentofthe law, eight places were liquors 
were openly sold. Tuere is not one now. 

In Paris, time was when the daily con- 
sumption of rum amounted to a hogshead 
daily. Now it cannot be bad at any price 
except al the state agency, and only there for 
eyilimate purposes 

a FEW FACTS. 

In 1835 Maine had an open dram shop for 
every 225 of its population, whichjwould vive 
the state 2,750. Itis estimated by the police 

t\horities thattbere are not now in the state 
more than 700, and these, except in Bangor 
and afew other places, where the law is in- 
operative, for reasons already given, are se- 
cret places. It has been driven into holes 
and corners inthe cities, and entirely crushed 
out in the villages and country. 

Durbam in 1853 had seven grog shops. A 
drop of liquor, for drink, cannot be had there 
vow for love or money, It isasignificant fact, 
and one worthy of note, that in Bangor, 
where the law is not enforced, and which has 
as many Open rum-mills as it had before the 
enactment of the law, the police records show 
the same proportion of criminality.. Only in 
Bangor has the rate of crime and begeary 
kept up to the old standard. Everywhere else 
it has decreased. Tne law does work some 
good as these figures show. 

Prohibition comes very near prohibition 
and it does benefit communities by just as 
much a8 it prohibits. 

What was, before the law, expended for 
rum is now expended for the means of living. 
If the trade in foodand clothing, shelter and 
fuel is better than the trade in rum, then the 
Maine law bas accom plisbed good. 

HOW IT WAS DONE IN PORTLAND. 

Prohibition was enforeed in Portland 
against the most determined opposition. I'he 
owners of the 400 roomsin which liquor was 
sold were panic stricken,’ What was to be- 
come of this property? Who was coming to 
occupy and pay rent forit after the liquor 
sellers were driven out’ The dollar is oftimes 
stronger than principle. Those opposed on 
wrinciple to the sale of liquor, opposed prohi- 
bition when the rentof their property was put 
in the balance. 

Every city has its wealthiest wealthy fami- 
lies, its Vanderbilts. The Browns are the 
Vanderbilis of Portland. They were origi- 
nally sugar refiners, and amassed an enor 
mous amount of money. Partly as an in- 
vestiment but more from pride in their city, 
they built one of the largest and finest hoteis 
in the United Siates, and furnished itin a 
stviecorresponding. There are but few hotels

IN CONCLUSION 

I can close this hasty survey of the fleld no 
better than to quote from en article written 
in 1830 by ex-Guvernor Dingley, who has 
made rum as careful astudy as any man in 
Maine, with the exception, perhaps, of the 
ever-to-be-revered Neai Dow. This is his tes- 
imony: 

First—Prohibit'om bas stopped effectually 
the manufacture ot distilled and fermented 
liquorsin Maine. In 1830, when our popula- 
tion was less than two thirds of what it is to- 
Cay, there were [3 distilleries in this state, 
which manufactured over two gallons of ram 
toeach inhabitant, nearly ali of which was 
consumed in t®e state. To-day there is not 
a single distillery or brewery in Maine. 

Second— Prohibition has well nigh stopped 
the traffic in intoxicating liquors in the rural 
districtsin Maine. Forty-tive years ago all 
the country taverns had open bars, and all 
the country stores sold intoxicating liquors as 
freely-as molasses or calico. For example, the 
town of Durham, with less than 1,509 inhabi- 
tants, had in 1852 seven licepsed grog-shups. 
To-day there is not a drop of liquorsold in the 
town. Readfield had in 1832 sevén open bars, 
at which were sold 2 300 gallons of spirits an- 
nually. Now none is sold to be used asa 
beverage. Minot (then including Auburn), 
with a population of 2 903 in 1832, had 13 grog- 
B8hops. Now these towns, with a popu'ation 
of 10,000, have not a single place where liquor 
is known to be sold as a beverage. 

Third—Fifty years ago, even in our rural 
districts, nearly every male drank liquor. 
Liquors were kept in most of the houses to 
treat callers. Nobody thought of having 
company, Ora raising, without a supply of 
ardent spirits. At musters and other public 
gatherings, drunkenness and drunken affrays 
were common. Now, three-fourths of the 
males in the rural districts are total absti- 
nents, and the practice of keeping liquors in 
houses to treat caliers has practically ceased. 
it wouid be considered an unpardonable of- 
fense to furnish epirits at a public meeting. 

Does prohibition prohibit? It does; or 
rather, it can be madeto. It doesin every 
place where the people say it shall, and 
everywhere it bas accomplished great and 
lasting good. It hascrippled the traflic in the 
cities and driven it almost entirely outof the 
country. It bas given Maine a generation of 
men who know not the taste of rum, a gene 
ration of men heaithy in mind and body. It 
has not accomplished what was hoped for it, 
but it has done more than could reasonably 
have been expected.

She has big deep- 
blue eyes, eloquent of good health and good 
nature, and blazing at a touch of excitement. 
Being an athiete, sue is a model of good 
health, aud the equal of her brothers 
at the dinner table.

As these words are written 
they are scudding on snowshoes on the 
hill, applauding the cturiers in the govern- 
nmrent sheds, driving their ponies at a three- 
minute gait ahead yf their sleighs, skimming 
breathlessly down the slides, cutting threes 
and eights in the skating rinks, and bustliug 
along the streets at a gait that makes a New 
York man feel as though he was taking root 
in the snow. 

“I didn’t know my own girl when I came 
to dance with her,’saida New Yorker lastnight. 
I bad been around with her, walking about 
or driving, and she had the usual six thick- 
nesses of clotheson. She was agood deal 
bigger around than I was,andI supposed 
she was built so; but when I met her at the 
ballshe had shrunk just about one-haif. I 
found I could get my arm around her waist, 
which is a great deal more than I was able 
to do in the sleigh.”

sea'iskin sacque, a sealskin cap, a red worsted

[nese garments altogether weigh be- 
tween twenty and twenty-five pounds, 

In the next window are seen several varie- 
Lies of bianket or snowshoe suits. They take 
the place of the dress, basque, and sacque 1D 
ine other window, hey are made so gs to 
display all the variegated border of a 
quality blanket. The prettiest are the white 
ones with the red, green, yellow, and blue 
borders. The sacque hasa big hood tied with 
asiik bow, and hanging likea pointed bag 
between the shoulders. Wohnen it hails or 
snows, the giris pull these hoods over their 
heads, and the long, cy/indrical points stick- 
ing high in the air look very comical. When 
the girls wear these suowshoe suits thev put 
on the buckskin moccasins trimmed with col- 
ored porcupiue quills in the place of arctics 

‘I dressed up in the full rig of a girl friend 
I’m staying with,’’ said a fourteen-year-old 
New York girl yesterday, ‘and it made me 
waddle likea big Dutchman. I couldn’t get 
my knees auywhere near each other, and | 
teltas if | wasin a steam bath. Oxe thing 
is Certain, you can’t get hurt when yon are 
dressed that way. I felt asifit would be 
periectly safe to go on the roof and roll over 
onto the sidewalk. You feel as if you were 
aone up inside a ball of worsted.”’ 

But’ the Canadian girls find no trouble 
about locomotion, They walk very beauti- 
fully, and theimpression of stiffoess and un 
approachableness that they £lve tO a stranger 
belies their natures. The young men say 
that they thaw right outin the society of any 
man that pleases them, and are ss ardent ip 
alfection as they are enthusiastic in sport. 
The sport they like best is tobogganing. A 
toboggan is nothing but a thin, flat board, 
eurved upin front, and provided with handles 
atthe sides. The young men build slides on 
the snow down the mountain side, coat them 
with ice, and theuz ride the girls down them 
for hours at atime. One youth said to-day 
that having to drag a forty-pound toboggan 
up the mountain, hour after hour, was what 
drivesthe men todrink. Up on the top of 
the slide, which is decked at the sides by evy- 
ergreens and lighted at night with torches 
stuck in the snow, the girl zets on to the to- 
boggan, stows her legs under the roll of the 
board ahead, grasps the side handles, and 
helds her breath. The young man gets on 
behind on one haunch, with his right leg free 
to steer with. He edges the slender board to 
the cdge of the precipitous alley of ice and 
gives a strong kick, and down they go like a 
shot from aguno. There is a second’s pause, 
then awhiriand a roar,anda minute of 
bated breathing as the slender sled shootsin 
its groove of ice between the black lines of 
spectators. It is a dangerous sport, but there 
isasecret aboutit, A ride on a tobovgan is 
like a galvanic shock. The friction of the 
rapid motion onthe thin board over the 
rough ice electrifies and tbrills the rider 
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our circular.

Imagine hew 
they yelled. His companion, Mrs. Searle, 
wife ofthe president of the club, saton an- 
other toboggan. The noble marquis bent bis 
unlimbered muscles soas tosit down and 
wheei his legs under the curved dashboard of 
his sled, and grasping the slender rail by hss 
sides, called out. ‘Quite ready, thank you,”’ 
to Mr. Corstine, who was tosteer him, and 
who at once leaped upon one haunch on the 
toboggan, and witha vigorous kick sent it 
iiying down the precipice. His excellency 
was pleased to put up his noble hand to keep 
his hatand hair from blowing off together 
Lord Melgund put his lordly trousers on 
either side of Mrs, Searle on her toboggan, 
and Mr. Searle as steerer leaped on behind 
and sent his wife and her blue-blooded escort 
tearing down the icy declivity close upon the 
ruler of the Canadas.

GEORGIAN EXILES IN TEXAS, 

Whatis known as the ‘‘Texas fever’ has 
abated during the past five years, but it is 
notentirely cured. As adisease, and avery 
deaaly one,it stillexists in Georgia. We 
hear occasionally of families, parts of quiet, 
contented and comparatively presperous 
communities, tearing themselves loose from 
much the heart holds dear to begin a sort of 
cometary existence that will finally end in 
the doubt and confusion that must surround 
those who begina new lifein a strange re- 
gion. Occasionally we see some of the results 
of the ‘‘Texas fever,’ and the spectacle is an 
impressive one. A poor ghost of a Georgian, 
with tangled hair and ragged clothes, and 
eyes that have lost the fires ei. 
ergy and self-reliance, glides into 
Tur Constitution office and telisa piteous 
tale of suffering, and begs us to warn 
others against a journey so fraught with dis- 
aster. Some of these stories we print—others 
we suppress, lest, by arraying, them in the 
language of the types, we give the Aavor of 
romance to circumstances that belong toa 
new kind of delirium—the delirium that 
compels worthy people to goto Texas in 
search of that which they may find by dig- 
ging in the neighborhood of any Georgian 
doorstep. 

Listening tothe heartrending recitals of 
some of the poor ghosts that find their way 
back to Georgia from Texas, we have come to 
the conclusion that there is no greater crime 
than the restiessmess which impels a man 
to _ challenge fate by carrying 
himself and his relatives to Texas. If it be 
said that restlessness cannot be helped or 
cured, the reply is that it can be resisted, 
just as other temptations to commit crime 
can be resisted. If the storiestold by the 
poor returned ghosts are true, there are thou- 
sands of poor women in Texas who sit in 
alien chimney corners and cry for those they 
have left behind them, for the friends, the 
surroundings, the comforts that they knew 
in Georgia. Is itno crime to submit these 
poor women to the indignity of an incurable 
sorrow? The sorrows that resu't from the 
dispensations of an all-wise Providence are 
sometimes sweet, and always chastening; 
this—the sorrow of women who have 
been dragged from their homes in obedience 
to the impulses of the delirium that seizes 
men who are infected with the Texas fever— 
is bitter and hopeiess to the end. If the 
daily sighs and the nightly tears of the Geor- 
gia women who are in Texas could be nieas-

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ured, the stories of the poor ghosts who re- | 


iarn from their wandering: would take on a 
new meaving. 
As we haye said, the ‘‘Texas fever’’ is grad- 


ually dying out, but the fact that a dozen | 
men oreyen one man, should desire to leave 
Georgia in search ofa career in Texas isa 
mystery to us. Bat when farmers and 
the sons of farmers move from Geor- 
gia to Texas or to any other the mystery 
takesdhe shape of a gloomy riddle. In Texas 
and the southwest, except in the malarial 
regions of the Mississippi valley, one must 
work as hard to make a living as in Georgia 
and the same amount of labor will produce 
less favorable results. The poorest acre of 
land in Georgia, properly cultivated, will pro- 
duce results that may be favorably compared 
with the results of the best land in Texas, and 
the Georgian has the advantage of surround- 
ings to which he is accustomed and circum- 
stances with which he is perfectly familiar. 
If it be said that Georgians have been suc- 
cessful in Texas, the reply is that a higher 
succes3 would have waited on similar efforts 
in Georgia. In short, there is no argument— 
no circumstance—ihat will justify a Georgian 
in leaving his own state for the purpose oi 
cultivating an alien soil. Of late years the 
bulk of the emigrants is made upjof those 
who would earn but a precarious livelihood 
anywhere, but it seems a pity that the women 
who follow these ne’er-do-wells should be 
riven over to the sorrow and despair of exiles. 
Ah a 
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GOLD SHiPMENTS. 
There is some prospect of a movement of 
gold from this country to Europe. Except 
during a bad spell about two years ago, we 
have been drawing gold from Europe ever 
since 1876, besides retaining the product of 
our own mines. The country has in other 
words accumulated an immense stock of gold, 
and there are many who think we could spare 
fitty millions without defriment. 

Bat gold exports mean that we are buying 
abroad ‘more than we are selling abroad. This 
is probably the case at present, on account 
more particularly ef a want of a foreign de- 
mand for owr wheat. Wheat is lower in 
Sarope than it is here, and 
the Australian crop,which was haryested last 
month, is said tobe unprecedentedly large. 
Money is also cheaper here than it is in Eng- 
land, and this has led to the transfer of many 
balances to the other side. 

Altogether some exportations of gold are to 
be expected; but it is the opinion of the best- 
informed men in New York that the ship- 
ments in good faith will not be heavy enough 
to materially affect the situation. We have 
a great deal of provisions and cotton and pe 
troleum tosel!l, and our surplus of wheat 
must be marketed at someprice. When the 
necessary concessions in prices are made no 
doubt breadstuils and provisions will go for. 
ward in larger quantities, and then we will 


hear no more about gold exports.

ELECTING D&LEGATES. 


The national republican committee appa- 
rently gaye the republicans of each congres:- 
ional district the option of directly electing 
their two deiegites in their own district con- 
yention, or having this job done by their 
delegates to the state convention held to se- 
lect delegates at large. This resolution was 
adopted in pursuance of the instructions of 
the last republican conventien, which had no 
love for the unit rule or political bosses. The 
bosses, however, propose to construe the rule to 
suit their own purposes, andin Pennsylvania 
Colonel Quay,of the Cameron contingent, has 
declared that the district delegates should be 
elected at the state convention. He is chair- 
man state committee, and both a 
Cameroa and an Arthur man. There isa 
very distinct rebellion against the Quay 
programme, and the antj Arthur districts are 
taking steps toelect delegates in district con 
ventions.

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LONGSTREET’S MANAGEMENT. 


Serious Charges Made by Emory Speer Before the 
Springer Committee. 
Special to New York Tribune, 

WASHINGTON, February 10.—The testimony be- 
fore the Springer committee last week of Emory 
Speer, United States attorney for the northern 
districtof Georgia, shoved in a clear light the ef 
forts made by Attorney General Brewster to purify 
the administration of justice in the south. Mr. 
Speer was appoiuted United States attorney in 
March last, and since that time hes been most con- 
Stautly engaged in court, winning a 
great number of verdicts for the govern- 
ment. According to bis testimony 
General Longstreet, the United States marshal, is 
incompetent to discharge the duties of his office 
Mr. Speer stated that he had received every possi 
ble encouragement fromthe attorney general in 
correcting such abuses as had crept into the serv- 
ice, but that inevery direction he was thwarted 
by the open disloyalty of the marshal toward the 
government, General Longstreet he said, 
lives at Gainesville, fifty miles from 
Atlauta, and never reaches his office un- 
til 12 o'clock in the day. His deputies are in many 
instances men of bad character. One was indic:ed 
for perjury; another while drunk arrested a man 
whose wife had refused to cook some eges for him. 
Toe marshaiswore out a warrant agaivst the bus- 
band for obstructing an officer in the discharge of 
his dutv. Two other deputies are prosecuted for 
firing off their pistoisin the passenger-cars of the 
train in # drunken frolic. 

The escape of prisoners from the custod7 of the 
mars*al has been repeated. A short time ago W. 
U. Finley and his son James, together with others 
were tried before a juryin the circuit court for 
firing the house of Deputy Collector Stewart in 
Mannin county and d+siroying several of the out- 
buiidings, and for firing volleys of bullets and 
Ducesnot into the house. wounding the son of Mr. 
Stewart, who had effeuded them by the viligance 
pensive trial ensued.

Fitzsimmons agreed to become responsible 
for hisfee. Before Robinson went to the peniten- 
tiary he left a check for$200 with General Long- 
street for the purpose of paying Mr. Jackson. Some 
time ago the case of the United States against 
William H. Howard, charged with robbing the 
mail, wascalled fortria). While the jury was in 
the courtroom, and in the presence of the people, 
who had gethered ian great numbers, B. F. Sloman, 
without any atitmeptat concealment, tried to bribe 

ndcorrupt the jary. Sloman was indicted for this 
by the grand jury, and a bench warrant was issued 
and placed in the marshal’s hands. A deputy mar- 
shal found the hiding place of Sloman and offered 
toarresthim. Thereupen John Longstreet, a son 
of Geueral Longstreet, demanded the 1eturn of the 
warrant, which the deputy, of course, surrendered. 
Not the sligotest effort seems to have been made 
since then w arrest Sloman. 

Other cases in which the marsal allowed prison- 
ers to escape were cited by Mr. Speer and support- 
ed by affidavits of trustworthg persons. Theinja- 
ry to the service caused by the frequent occurren- 
ces of this kind, in Wr. Speers opinion, could not 
be over estimated. Such neglect of duty in execu- 
ting the provess of the United Su@€es courts had en- 
couraged the criminal classes aud had been 
a serious refisction on the purity and effi 
ciency of the administration of jus- 
tice. In 4 report to the attorney- 
ganeral, which formed part of the testimony pre- 
sented to the committee last week, Mr. Speer says: 
‘While regretting the constant injury to the service 
by the loos methods of the marsnal's office, I have 
refrained from controversy with Geueral Long- 
street. When a member of cor gress, | was largely 
instrumental in prumotivng the appointment of 
General Longstreet, and untilit became my duty to 
prosecu‘e his deputies | have ‘always regarded him 
as entitled to the consideration belonging to &® man 
many years my elderand with a distinguished rep- 
utation asasoldier. Siuce the prosecutions Gen- 
eral Lopgstree ’s. bearing toward me discloses the 
most unwarrantable resentment, For this there 
isliterally no cause whatever. My conduct of 
those cases, while as vigorousas I knuew how to 
make it, was entirely professionel, but I repeat I 
have been carefal to say nothing which would add 
to the complications already existing.’’

In speaking of an editorial that appeared in the 
Brunswick Herald, February 6, headed, “The 
Railroad Commission as Highway Robbers,” one of 


the railroad commissioners s:id that he did not 
suppose thatany member of tne commission would 
dignify the article by noticing it; and at the same 
time he added: Here are some facts which it 
might be well for the Herald and the people to un- 
derstand before they censure the commission be. 
cause the Brunswick and Western railroad does not 
pay the interest on its cost. 

The figures show the Salaries received by the 
officers of the Brunswick and Western railroad 
company, aud atthe same time, are contrasted with 
the salaries paid by the Central railroad for the 
same time. 

The Brunswick and Western paid in June 1883 
to general officers and superintendents, etc, $6,262: 
in the month of July $6425; in the month of 
August $6,686; in the month of September, $5,224. 
aggregating for the faur months $24 607, forar ad 
i170 miles long. The Central railroad, including 
the Savannah division,the Atlanta division and the 
Southwestern division, making a total distance of 
over six hundred miles, paid to general officers, 
division superintendents, etc., for the month of 
June, $4,64!; for July, $4.541; for Avueust, $4611: 
for September, $5,226: aggregating $19,149; being 
$5,458 less than the amounts of salaries paid by the 
Brunswick and Western railroad company, forthe 
same fourmeonths. But acomparison between the 
Brunswick raiiroad, which is 170 miles long, and 
the Savannah division of the Central railroad, 
which is over 250 miles, would be a more legitimate 
comparison. The ageregate paid by the Brunswick 
and Western railroad’s general efticers, ete , for the 
four months mentionea, is $24,607. and 
the aggregate paid by the Savannah division 
of the Ventral railroaa is $7,159. makivga difference 
of $17.554 in four months paid by the Brunswick 
and Western over that paid by the Savannah dive 
sion of the Central railroad for the same period, 
which would be equivalent to an excess of $652,671 
for one year—whica would pay three anda haif per 
cent ou the cost of the road.

The reading of the governor’s letter was received 
with lou epplause, and Colonel Gates 
expressed for himself and the people the 
gratificat’on they ali felt over the anticipated re- 
sulie. He was glad they had come w see for them- 
selyes, aud hoped they vould come again and 
often, and help build up the industries and add to 
the wealth of our common country They were iu 
the midst of a favored laud of divirsified industry, 
aud enjoying every variety of soil, climate and pro- 
duction. He made complimentary reference to the 
commissioner who bad done so much for fmmigra- 
tion, one Whom Tennessee was glad to honor. 

Hon. A, J. McWhirter, commissioner of egricul- 
ture, etc., then delivered to our guests an address of 
welcome. 

On motion of Hon. Charles A. Miller, of Harde- 
man, Colonel McWhirter was elected permanent

To-day he had 
seen the violets in bioom. 

Messrs Sampson, Coftir, Bromell and other visitors 
followed with like sentuments. One speaker said 
lewa had set down on the barbed wire fence mo- 
nopoly, as she would on other monopolies. Sever- 
alofihe dairymen said they had made butter at 
home and transported it by way of Jackson, Tean., 
to New Orleans. where they received a fine profit, 
and that this part of Tennessee, even from Octeber 
till May, without northern competition, could make 
butter and cheese ata still huudsomer remunera- 
tion. They were beginning to learn that neither 
cotton nor corn,but the cow, was king. (Applause), 
It seemed shameful that Tennessee was an impor- 
ter and not an exporter of butter. 

Messrs Cockreliand Glass propounded several 
inquiries as to the work and conditions necessary 
to ‘he best resu in :ke industry, which brought 
out interesting answers.

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LE&’S SURRENDER. 


Hew the COontederute Army Fina 'y ®ueocembed— 
Lhe 4pple Tree Myth. 
‘Chaplain Davis in Catholic Herald]. 

Tne eventful day of Sunday,, April 9, 1865, 
dawned upon us. A night’s rest had greatly 
refreshed the worn-out confederates. The 
line of march was taken up just after the first 
gleam of light showed itse.f in the east, 
Early’s old division, composed of two North 
Carolina brigades and one from Virginia,took 
the front under Brig.-General Walker. Fight- 
ing was expected. The confederate sharp- 
shooters, who composed the skirmish line, 
had scarcely passec the courthouse, which is 
a small village, when they came in contact 
with the federal pickets. A lively fusillade 
ensued. The line of battle was quickly 
fermed under the eye of General Gordon. 
The battle soon became furious. The first 
line of federal troops was soon broked aud 
driven back with joss. I was sitting upon a 
bank bythe roadside noting events in my 
diary, when at 8:30 o’clock, two captured 
batterries of federal artillery—eight guns— 
were driven by me going to the rear. In a 
few moments the fire ia the rear ceased, and 
I could discover our troops falling back, and 
taking up new positions by brigades to the 
rear. 

At the same time a white flag, borne by a 
couple of federal officers at full speed, came 
out from the courthouse, and went to the 
rear and met General Lee where our baggage 
wagons were packed at the commencement of 
the action. inafew minutesanother white 
flag, borne by a couple of confederate officers, 
was dispatched to the courthouse. The road 
was quickly cleared of every obstruction, and 
guards placed along it to keep everybody out 
of it, that the flag-bearers might pass from 
one point to anovber at fuli speed. At this 
period the excitement among the conlecerate 
troops became inteuse, as it was well under- 
stood the confederate army was on the point 
of being surrendered. Many seemed anxious 
to ve led forward to conquer or die on the 
field. Desperation seemed to take hold of 
the men, orelse the men were overcome by 
desperation. I quickly reso!ved thst I would 
not be included in the surrender, and formed 
a plan with a chuice spirit to escape from the 
fieid and take care of myself. One o'clock 
p.m. was tne hour at which I was to strike 
for,|' ertyfor safety’ Unwilling to act covertey

Wilaht such a step on my part would com- 
~e Bn se my honor in the brigade. He ré- 
bn. “Considering the relation you sustain 
to your regiment, 1 think you. would better 
maintain your honor by abiding its fate.’’ 
His answer subdued me, and at once I aban. 
doned my plan of escape. 

But pumbers did escape, and in no case did 
I hear of afailure onthe part of any who 
made the atte, «. The first flag from Gen- 
eral Grant to General Lee came at 8 o’clock 
a. m., by watch. These flags continued to 
pass and repass until4d p. m. History often 
represents things strangely. History gives 
General Grant’s first letter on this day to 
General Lee at 12:30 p. m., when I have no 
doubt General Lee received General Grant's 
first note at 8:20 a. ma. ; 

The mornivg had‘Seen bright andfair. By 
noon dark and gloomy clouds had gathered 
over the whole face of the sky. All nature 
around us seemed to harmonize with our feel- 
ings. Sadness and gloom were impressed 
upon all things, both animate and inanimate. 
Men were growing desperate; officers were 
breaking their swords to pieces to avoid the 
dishonor of surrendering them. Major- 
General G. W. Pickett, who had led the 
storming column on the third day at Gettys- 
burg, tore up his flag and wore it around his 
shoulders. Men have feelings. They cannot 
control these feelings at all umes and under 
ali circumstances. My brigade surgeon came 
to meand urged me to preach a discourse to 
he troops. 1, too, had feelings, and tieciined 
what I could duly regard as a duty. 

At 4:30 p, m. the second army corps was 
formed in a close column to hear the terms 
of surrender. We were addressed by General 
Gordon, who sat upon bis horse in front with 
his bat in his hand, in the most moving and 
impressive speech to which 1 ever listened. 
Circumstances gave itforce and cbaracter. 
Buring his delivery men could be seen weep- 
ing on every side. Men who had faced death 


Fister commander and asked him if he 


on many battlefield:, and bad fought with ° 


man!v firmoess from Bail Run to Appomat- 
tox, were breaking down under the force of 
that terrible wore, surrender. But the brave 
can weep as well as fight for their country. 
Upon going to the division ordnance wagons 
l found thelieutenant commander weeping 
like achild, Addressing me, he ssid: “I 
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have fought the yankees from the beginning 
until now, and to surrender to them is more 
than I can bear. It seems like it will break 
my heart.’’ Hope was dead. The grave was 
ready. Its funeral solemnities were too 
weighty for the brave. 

Night came on. But what was night? Sueh 
stealing as tock place | never read or heard of 
before. It seemed that everything that could 
be stolen was stolen. Just before the sun 
went down a subaltern of the quartermaster 8 
department, whose condition bespoke an ex- 
cess of whisky, stepped up to me and with 
much earnestness said: ‘‘I tell you the con- 
federacy is gone up. Now, Jeff Davis owes 
you and mea pretty good sum of money. 
Suppose that. as soon as it gets dark, we g0 to 
the wagons, get a horse apieceand strike out 
for home? If wedon’tdo that we'll never 
getacent.’’ I had to decline the offer of my 
would-be friend. 

On the next day I boughéa horse for $1, a 
bridle for $5anda sadale for $60. My $1 
steed would have borne, with the exception 
of his eyes, s)me reseniblance to the charger 
rode by the knightof La Mancha. Oa the 
afternoon of Tuesday, the 12th, our parole 
papers were announced as ready, and were 
all duly signed, and by the terms ofsurrender 
we were permitted to go home, On Wednesday 
morning the confederate army was to stack 
arms. At sunrise Second army corps was 
paraded for the last time. Early’s division, 
led by Generai Walker, took the front. He 
rode one ofthe finest horses I sawin the 
whole army, and placed himself in the march 
at the head ot the diyision. 

My place wasin the rear of my brigade with 
the surgeons. But we were now ‘‘passing 
under the yoke,’ and I had become infected 
with the demoralization prevalent. I feil in 
just behind General Walker upon my $1 
horse, no man saying yea or nay. The march 
was as solemn as a funeral procession. Nota 
man spokea word. The federal army, at 
least «portion of it, was drawn up between 
our campand thecourthouse on vur leit, 
about forty steps fromthe road, and stood at 
order arms. When our division bad reached 
the Jeft of thisline the word ‘‘halt’’ was given. 
‘Left face, forward march,’’ followed. When 
the advancing line had approached within 
ten paces of the federal line the command 
‘halt’ was heard. Then came the order 
“stack arms.’’ The rifles werestacked in tbe 
customary style and the cartridge boxes hung 
upon them, : 

Then came the last order I heard given in 
the army of North Virginia. ‘Fall in—for- 
ward march.’”’ Asthe columns reached the 
village where the public roads diverge, every 
officer and man struck for home by the most 
direct route. Nota wordof cheering was 
heard from the federal troops. Perhaps this 
was General Grant’s orders. They looked on 
mM silence, 

An idle myth bas been invented that ‘‘Gen- 
eral Lee surrendered under an apple tree.’’ 
Pieces-oi wood have been shown about as 
pieces of the identical tree. General Lee 
surrendered in the hotel at, the courthouse. 
Here he and General Grant met, and no- 
where else. Here at General Grant’s writing 
table he signed the stipulation in the after- 
noon. Lee's notes were sent from where our 
baggage train was packed by the roadside in 
the old field, and my opinion is that there 
was nothing bearing the sembitnce of an 
apple tree within halfa mile of the piace. 
Small, scrubby pine bushes were plentiful. 
Everybody ought to know that if General 
Grant had come within the confederate lines 
he would have lost his life, or if Lee had gone 
within the federal lines he would have met 
with the same fate.

A MISTREATED WIFE DIES IN A 
HOSPITAL. 


A Young Girl Deserted by Her Father Becomes a 
Nurse, Gets Married, Lives Unbeppily With 
Her Husband, Is Beaten by Him and 
Leaves to Die in a Charity Hospital. 


Tue Constitution has asad story to relate 
this morning. 

Four years ago there came to Atlanta a man 
named William W, Harris. He appeared to 
be in good circumstances, and was accompa- 
nied by his wife and daughter, the latter a 
young lady of fourteen or fif- 
teen years, named Lucy. The _ trio 
secured board and remained here 
ashbort time. No one knew whence they 
came or where they were bound for. Sud- 
denly one dey the father and mother were 
missing, and the daughter, who was a beauti- 
ful and refined young girl, was left alone. 
She knew nothing whatever of the mysteri- 
ous disappearance of her parents and was at 
& great loss as to what todo. In her helpless 
condition she was taken in asa nurse in the 
tamily of Mr. Press Bailey, and was 
in service there for some time. While there 
she formed the acquaintance of a young 
tunner named W.H. McKiunon, who showed 
her marked attention, and at last proposed 
marrisze. She accepted his proposal, and 
two years ago they were married, The 
honeymoon was bareiy waning, bowever, before 
the young couple becamejinvolved in internal 
strife. The husband was cruel and exacting and 
finally the wife left him. She found refuge 
inthe benevolent home and there became a 
mother. She was induced to return to her 
husband, but his cruel treatment was re- 
newed and she was forced to leave him again. 
She learned of the whereabouts of her father 
in the meantime and wrote to him. He sent 
ber money and she went to Mobile, where 
she found her step-mother, her father having 
entered business in New Orleans. She found 
it impossible to agree with 
her step-mother, and returned to 
Atlanta, where she again renewed her career 
asaservant. She was again persuaded to go 
back to her husband. Ou the day the Kim- 
ball house was burned she gave birth to a 
baby boy, the first child having previously 
died. The husband was still unmindful of 
his duties, and the young wife’s existence 
was stilla burden. Onenight during the se- 
vere freeze just before: Christ- 
mas the crisis came, McKinnon 
went home drunkand raised such a disturb- 
ance thatthe police were sent for, Officer 
Mercer. responded and took ihe tinruly hus- 
band in tow. He begged so persistently, 
however, that the oilicer allowed him to re- 
main at the house on condition that he would 
go at once to bed and would not get up any 
more. Theoflicer had hardly passed beyend 
hearing when McKinnon turned upon his 
wife, and with an oath, said: 

“So you would have me arrested!’’ 

With that he knocked her down 
kicked hey, 

Mrs. McKinnon, as soon as she could get 
out of the clutches of her husband, took her 
child and left the house, accompanied bya 
smali boy named Watkins, who lived in the 
house. The night was as cold as 
could be, but in_= spite of that fact 
the rain was falling furiously. Mrs McKin 
non proceeded to the house of Mr,P W, 
Pittman where she had at one timé bean em- 
ployed. She was in adeplorable condition 
and it was thought atone time she would 
die from te wounds received at the hands of 
her husband. Her system became deranged 
from exposure and at last she was sent to the 
city hospital, Mr. Pittman being unable to 
provide for her. From the city hospital she 
was taken into the benevolent home and was 
given every possible attention, She 
was taken into the institution on the 
ist of January end has grown steadily worse 
since then. Day before yesterday she died, 
leaving her little baby, six months old, in the 
care of the matron of the institution. 

Since the woman bas been at the home the 
managers have been in correspondence with 
her father. who, it develops, is connected with 
the New Orleans Times-Democrat. He has 
sent her small sums of money once or 
twice and has written very affectionately 
about his daughter. He was telegraphed two 
days ago that his daughter was dying, and 
answered that his wife would come on im- 
mediately. Mrs. Harris was expected yes- 
terday. Instead, however, a letter came an- 
nouncing that she was sick and could not 
come and that Harris could not come, as he 
would lose his place if he lefrit aday. He 
was telegraphed yesterday of his daughter's 
death and a reply as to what disposition 
should be made of the body is expected to- 
day. ®

Kalsed at Five Tents Per 
Pound, 


There never Was a time. perhaps, whén as many 


three new inventions, allof which were of great 
value in the agriculiural world. 

The first wes Mercer’s champion cotton hoe, or 
Mr. Mercer is from Gaffaey City, South 
Carolina, and while the patent is his own, 
the idea was originated by his 
wife. The invention has been thoroughly tested, 
and pronounced a success by every one who has 
seenit.
